IN THE NAME OF GOD, THE BENEVOLENT AND 
THE MERCIFUL. 


It was in the year 1933 that the Grand Muslim 
Mission, Bombay, came into being, myself being its 
founder- President. | have held this office continuously 
till this day and have spared nothing to ensure its 
success Under its auspices there have been published 
and circulated, 1,/0,000 pamphlets, tracts, posters and 
hand-bills, besides the 38 biographies of the Holy 
Prophet written in English by me. The other book in 
English covering 400 pages deals at length with the 
subject of Sirat or the life. services and achievements

of the Holy Prophet of Islam. This book was admited 
by the English speaking people. The third publication 
in English: “‘The Holy Prophet Muhammad ” is also 
my own humble contribution in verse Due to shortage 
of paper, however, it could not be printed beyond 500 
copies only. The second edition of our book: ‘‘Muha- 
mmad the Commander of the Faithful” has also 
appeared. Only 1,000 copies were printed which 
were sold away in no time. 


This helpless Mission has to its credit the 
publication of 3 voluminous biographies in English of 
the revered prophet of Islam, barring of course, two 
other works in Urdu and Arahic written bythis humble 
self on the same subject which ‘have not been pub- 
hished due to lack of funds. 


Besides no authentic book was written so far 
in the English language on the life, mission and 
philosophy of Imam Husain, the greatest of the world 
Martyrs. With a view to fill this void two seperate 
books have since been written and got published by 
me. These two books, viz., “ Imam Husain, the 
Greatest world Martyr” have appeared respectively in 
several editions. To this afew valuable additions 
have been made subsequently in the form of several 
other works which were ‘Otherwise wanting in the 
English literature and for which the intelligentsia so 
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often clamoured. Thus the Mission has been able to 
publish the following other books as well, excepting 
No. 1 which was published by a friend who died. 


1 “ALI THE CALIPH”, a book for the first 
time, consists of about 500 pages and has in it incor- 
porated a translation of 300 sayings of Hazrat Ali. 
Two lengthy sermons delivered in Arabic by the same 
Caliph have also been included in this book along with 
their English Version. The foreward to this publication 
has heen penned by the famous Muslim missionery of 
England, Dr Khalid Sheldrake. Anether preface to 
this book is by the late lamented Mulims genius Mushir 
Husain Quidwai wherein the labour of the humble 
author has been greatly appreciated. This work is, as a 
matter of fact, the only one of its kind as framed by 
great contemporary Muslim ecclesiastics including 
Khwaja Hasan Nizami of Delhiand Muhammad Ali of 
Lahore On being released from the press, it was noticed 
widely by the newspapers. 


Yet another avenue of our historic and religious 
studies lay unexplored and I atonce set to writing 
in series an exposition of the facts about the Ahl-e-bait 
of the Holy Prophet, i. e. an account of Muhammnad’s 
revered family and its services in the cause of Islam. It 
appeared as “ Imam Hasan” the Chief of the youths 
of paradise. This book too, judged from its treatment, is 
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the first of its kind in English literature It places before 
the English reading public the true facts about the life of 
Hazrat Imam Hasan, so far not touched upon by other 
chroniclers. 


Again, a biographical sketch of the ‘‘ Khatun-i- 
jannat ie. Hazrat Fatima, Prophet’s most revered daugh- 
ter was stillunknownto people of the West. I under- 
took this venture also and produced in my particular 
style a book pp. 200 in English entitled: “FATIMA: 
THE LADY OF THE LIGHT” to which the foreword 
was supplied by our blessed friend Doctor Khalid Shel- 
drake during his so journ in Bomday in the year 1934. 


It would be unjust, not to include in our list of 
the venerated personalities in Islam, the name of Hazrat 
Zainab, Imam Husain’s celebrated sister, who accom- 
panied the hords of Kerbala through the trials and trib- 
ulations of that fateful day and who survived the 
party only to suffer tortures along with others even in 
morning As is well-known, this pious lady was the 
lone source of consolation Jeft with bereaved and 
bereft Ahl-e- Bait after the grim tragedy of Kerbala. 
Her sermons hoth in Kerbala and at Yazid’s Court 
which soothed the wounded hearts of the survivors and 
almost reminded of the placidity of the sermons delive- 
red by the Holy Prophet himself. T'wo copies of this 
splendid work have been supplied to the library of the 
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British Museum, London, through the Collector of 
Bombay. Besides the above work, the Mission is proud 
of possessing many of unprinted books, treaties and 
tracts in English on Islamic subjects, quite rare to the 
Muslim and non-Muslim world. 


It is a stark reality that no mission or under- 
taking, whatever its worth or otherwise, can be prosec- 
uted without funds. Our Mission too cannot be an 
exception to the rule. Nevertheless it is gratifying to 
submit that the Grand Muslim Mission has got for its 
aim nothing except the promulgation of the message of 
Truth, propagation of the tenets of Islam and the pro- 
motion of good-will and co-operation among the various 
sects of Islam Ours in fact, 1s a presentative creed so 
that we freely make available literature of Islamic 
religion to Muslims and non-Muslims alike. Many of 
the Patrons of our Mission arein Bombay, whereas 
some are in India. The late-lamented Hon‘ble Sir Akhbar 
Hydari was a staunch supporter of our Mission. The 
most distinguished of the living patron philantropists are 
Sahibzada Nawab Basalat Jah Bahabur, Nawab Salar 
Jung Bahadur and Nawab Shahidyar Jung Bahadur, 
H. H. The Nawab of Rampur, H.H. The Nawab of 


Bahawalpur, H.H. The Maharana of Dholpur, H.H. 
Maharaja of Patiala, ete. ete. 


Our Mission is open to Muslims in general, as such 
our membership extends to the Mussalmans as such. 
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Sectarian teachings and insular propaganda are not in 
our programme; we aim directly to the true popularity 
of Islam in its reality. 


Islam is the only religion acceptable to, and able 
to cure the ills of, mankind. It is the most modern and 
most progressive faith which has stood the test of 
times. lt sponsors equality and fraternity and levels 
down alli artificial barriers of race and rank which tend 
to divide humanity against itself. Its Holy Quran is 
the surest guide of man. 


To-day Muslim community stands like a house 
distorted against itself. Dissensions have disrupted 
their ranks. Love has been displaced by dissatisfaction, 
trust by distrust and honesty by dishonesty The 
rich are arrogant, the poor a dispicable vermin.
